are enemies of life and properly not 
by deliberate choice but by evil inheri- 
tance, bad early environment, or both. 
In any case they had no control over 
the factors that so vitally shaped their 
lives. This does not mean that crimin- 
als should be petted, pampered and 
showered with any foolishly sentimental 
benevolence. They should, on the con- 
trary, be sentenced in proportion to the 
offense committed, but with the aim in 
view, not of dealing out punishment for 
guilt, where a person is not morally 
guilty, but merely in order to segregate 
undesirables so that they will be unable to 
repeat the offense. Society at large 
is responsible for the evil conditions 
permitted to flourish within it; how then 
can society with reason, vent its spleen 
by punishing the products of the evil 
environment it tolerates or the products 
of the disgraceful marriages among the 
unfit, which it permits? 

More important than a_ changed 
attitude toward criminals is the realiz- 
ation on the part of parents, and mothers 
especially, of the tremendous influence 
that they exercise on their children, for 
good or for ill, during the first few years, 
when parents are least apt to be aware 
of the importance of their own teaching 
and example. Condensed in such a 
short space of a child’s life is the power 
that will either make or break any 
individual. If parents understood the 
great significance to their children’s 
lives of the first five or six years of their 
environment, they would solemnly 
pledge themselves to concentrate during 
that short time every force that they 
can bring to bear which works for good 
on the lives of the future citizens, the 
training of whose character has been 
placed in their hands as a sacred trust 
to society. 

If some of us do not allow this situa- 
tion to disturb our peace of mind, the 
world will still go on; indifferently and 
blunderingly perhaps, butit willstill go on.

Sunday afternoon talks, made a state- 
ment to the effect that our character 
is ninety-eight percent determined by 
the time we are six years old. ‘To many, 
such a statement will seem quite as- 
tonishing for it is generally supposed 
that a person's character is shaped in 
large measure throughout his min- 
ority. Students of the question are by 
no means agreed as to just how early 
in life one’s character and habits are 
practically determined, yet there is now 
a fairly general agreement that a 
person’s nature is almost entirely fixed 
at a very early age. 

If, as we might suppose, Dr. Cad- 
man’s statement is quite accurate, we 
are at once confronted with the question 
of the relative importance in one’s 
life of heredity and early environ- 
ment. This is a problem which is still 
bitterly fought out among psychologists. 
One camp says that environment is the 
more important factor in life, while the 
other insists that no amount of good 
environment can ever overcome the 
influence of ‘‘bad blood.’ This latter 
group has summarized its argument 
by saying that no amount of training 
can ever make a racehorse out of an old 
plug. While this point is being hotly 
contested by experts, the layman may 
assume that, generally speaking, her- 
edity and early environment are of 
about equal importance. If this is the 
case, half of one’s character is prede- 
termined and beyond the power of man 
to influence. Since traits acquired 
during life are not passed on to the next 
generation this proportion will always 
remain fixed and primitive. 

The variable, half of our nature 
depends for its quality on the first 
obscure years of our existence and 
strangely enough this is a time when the 
individual has no control over his en- 
vironment. The parents and sur- 
roundings which it is his lot to put up 
with are matters ovr which he can 
exercise no choice. It is safe to say, 
therefore, that we are what we are, not 
because we want to be, but because 
forces which we can’t influence have 
made us so. This seems in large meas- 
ure to justify the old belief of predes- 
tination held by John Calvin and his 
followers. 

If all this is accurate, it would appear 
that society at large were justified in

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The National Aspect of Thanksgiving 

More than any other modern nation, the 
United States formally and officially recog- 
nizes the existence of the Supreme Being in 
its acts and utterances. The Declaration of 
ist eda in its solemn proclamation of 
the freedom of the Colonies, after reciting 
all wrongs suffered, begins, ‘We, therefore, 
the representatives of the United States of 
America in General Congress assembled, ap- 
pealing to the Supreme Judge of the world,” 
and concludes: “And for the support of this 
declaration, with a firm reliance on the pro- 
tection of Divine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other our lives, our fortunes 
and out sacred honor.’ And to emphasize 
and perpetuate this reliance on Divine 
Providence, our coins are stamped with the 
proclamation of this faith: “In God We 
Trust.” So it is appropriatg and fitting that 
it is the only nation in which Thanksgiving 
Day, a day set apart every year for the pur- 
pose of returning thanks for benefits to the 
Creator, is a national celebration. 


Thanksgiving as a public feast is a very old 
institution, it is true. It can be traced back 
to the earliest times and among all nations 
had its origin in the same idea — the cele- 
bration of a successful harvest; hence, this 
celebration in the autumn, the time of har- 
vests. Among all, too, it had two special 
features — the holding of religious services 
and the following of feasting and enjoyment. 
Moses issued what was practically a thanks- 
giving proclamation when he established the 
Feast of Tabernacles in these words: ‘Thou 
shalt celebrate also the solemnity of taber- 
nacles, when thou hast gathered in the fruit of 
the barn-floor and of the wine press. And 
thou shalt make merry in thy festival time. 
. ._. Seven days shalt thou celebrate feasts 
to the Lord thy God in the place which the 
Lord shall choose; and the Lord thy God will 
bless thee in all thy fruits and in every work 
of thy hands, and thou shalt be in joy.” 
Here was a direct command not only to give 
thanks to the Lord but also to feast and make 
merry. Thanksgiving Day or thé harvest 
festival of Greece on the same order was 
called Thesmorphia, when thanks were 
offered to Demeter, the goddess of corn and 
harvests, and in Rome to the same goddress 
whom the Latins worshipped under the 
rame of Ceres; the sa red repast prepared by 
chosen matrons after worship and thanks to 
Ceres, was the classical equivalent of our 
Thanks*ivng dirner. In England this 
feast was called the Harvest Home, and its 
celebration goes back to the time of the 
Saxons 

The Pilgrim Fathers introduced the feast 
into this country, although the first thanks- 
giving service held on this continent was in 
1578 on the coast of Newfoundland by an 
English minister named Wolfall, in Frobish. 
er’s expedition to that colony. But it is to 
Governor Bradford, the governor of Massa- 
chusetts, that the palm must be given for 
being the first to inaugurate on this side of 
the ocean. Thanksgiving Day as a day set 
apart for prayer and feasting. He proclaimed 
this day in 1621 to show gratitude to the 
Almighty after a plentiful harvest which had 
followed a time of scarcity and depression. 
To provide the feast, he sent out men in 
search of game to furnish forth the feast, and 
when they returned laden with wild fowl, 
principally turkey, they set the fashion 
followed ever since of turkey as the “piece 
de resistance”’ of the national feast. In fact 
this first supply of turkey was so abundant 
that the colony had its family larders full for 
a week. Those same larders had little 
variety, but the Pilgrim mothers did their 
part in flanking the turkey with all the good 
things available. 

In the early morning, the cannon on the 
hill proteeting the settlement fired a salute to 
the first Thanksgiving Day in America. A 
solemn procession to the meeting house com- 
menced the day’s proceedings, and after 
thanks had been offered, the feast began, a 
band of friendly Indians under King Massa- 
soit, invited as guests, adding to the festival 
fare by great haunches of venison. Songs, 
hymns, military drills by the soldiers of the 
redoubtable Captain Miles Standish, the 
same who feared nothing but ‘‘a ‘No!’ point- 
blank from the mouth of a woman,” followed, 
and the Indians contributed war dances in a 
strictly friendly spirit, to jazz up, as it were, 
the festivities, in their native savage sort of 
way. In short, so much did this period of 
cheer and good eating bring out the human 
element in these stern Puritans that the 
celebration was prolonged for three days. 

The Pilgrims were so much pleased with 
the first attempt that they repeated it in 
following years, though not with regularity. 
Sometimes they held a Thanksgiving cele- 
bration over a plentiful harvest, or a victory 
over the Indians, or the arrival of a goodly 
laden ship. But it was not until 1684 that the 
celebration became annual in Massachusetts 
and spread into the other colonies, One of 
the inducements to this regular celebration 
was the Puritan hatred of the celebration of 
Christmas as the annual feast, on account of 
what they called its “popish mummery.” 
And from this early date, turkey and pump- 
kin pie were the staple delicacies of the feast, 
though in some other colonies venison or 
bear’s meat was the fayprite dish 

But even in feasting the famous “ Puritan 
conscience” was in evidence. On one oc- 
casion when the feast was all prepared, the 
gloomy announcement was made that some 
of the venison was from a deer which had 
been shot on the Lord’s Day by the Indian 
supplying it. The whole goodly company 
refused to eat the heretical meat, and met 
in solemn conference at which it was decided 
that “a just and righteous sentence must be 
inflicted on ye sinful heathen,” the poor 
Indian who had shot the deer and who, being 
an acknowledged heathen, could not reason- 
ably be expected to have any special regard 
foc the Puritan Sunday, being condemned to 
receive thirty-nine lashes and forfeit the 
money he had been paid for the venison. 
Having like many other reformers, thus 
satisfied their consciences at another’s 
expense, the whole company who had risen 
in righteous wrath, sat down again, and ate 
the deer shot on a Sunday in peace of mind 
and contentment of stomach, all except one 
conscientious objector, possessed of the very 
unpopular and annoying trait of consistency. 

The first celebration of Thanksgiving in the 
New Netherlands was in 1644, and was held 
in gratitude for the safe return of the troops 
from battle with the Indians. In 1830, the 
governor of New York issued a Thanksgiving 
notice, and other Northern states followed. 
The South did not take up the custom until 
1857, when Governor Wise, of Virginia, ap- 
pointed a day of thanksgiving, the next year 
five other Southern states governors follow- 
ing his example. His predecessor, Governor 
Johns, had urged it two years before, but was 
advised not to push the project as the recog- 
nition of the day was “a condonation of 
Puritan bigotry,” thus oddly enough, using 
against the Pilgrims the same intolerance 
they had shown themselves in denouncing the 
“popish” festival of Christmas, 

The Continental Congress issued several 
Thanksgiving Day proclamations, or rather 
recommended the Bescon of the day to 
the heads of the various colonial govern- 
ments. Washington also issued these procia- 
mations for a general thanksgiving by the 
continental army. The first national procla- 
mation, however, was issued by John Han- 
son, then Washington's predecessor as the 
head of the nation, whose official title was 


“First Citizen and President of these United 
States in Congress Assembled.” This was 
the first official Thanksgiving Day to be 
observed throughout the nation, and its 
occasion was to return thanks for the victory 
of Yorktown over Cornwallis, which virtually 
ended the Revolutionary War with the final 
defeat of Great Britain. Washington wrote 
to President Hanson, “I have the honor to 
acknowledge the receipt of your favor, cover- 
ing a proclamation for a day of public prayer 
and thanksgiving. I take a particular pleas- 
ure in acknowledging that the interposing 
Hand of Heaven has been conspicuous and 
remarkable.” 

In September, 1789, Representative Elias 
Boudinot moved that Congress recommend 
to the President to issue a Thanksgiving 
proclamation to return thanks to the Al- 
might for many signal favors and especially 
for affording a chance to establish a constitu- 
tional government. But his colleagues were 
not unanimous in their approval of this 
resolution. However, Washington took the 
Constitution on trust and issued the procla- 
mation. 

Several other Presidents on special occa- 
sions did likewise, but the fact that Thanks- 
giving Day is now an annual celebration 
officially proclaimed by the President of the 
United States and by the governors of the 
respective states of the Union, is owing to 
the persistency and energy of Mrs. Sarah 
Josepha Hale, of New Hampshire, a noted 
writer of her day and known chiefly to 
literary fame as the editor of Godey’s Lady’s 
Book, the great feminine publication of the 
times. The sporadic character of the cele- 
bration .truck her as unworthy of its high 
aims and dignity. She wrote to all the 
governors of the various states and terri- 
tories urging them to proclaim the last 
Thursday in November as Thanksgiving 
Day, to give the feast a national character, 
and she kept up this appeal year after year 
until in 1859 all states had decided except 
two. Then came the interruption of the 
Civil War, but in 1863 Mrs. Hale sent to 
President Lincoln a copy of Washington’s 
proclamation of 1789, and urged him toa 
appoint a day of national thanksgiving. 
Lincoln promptly did so, and since then 
every President has appointed, with only 
one exception in the date, the last Thursday 
in November as a national Thanksgiving 
Day of praise and prayer. —Louise Mallory 
in “National Republic” 


Andover 0 — Exeter 0 


The game played Saturday at Plimpton 
field, Exeter, resulting in a scoreless tie was, 
contrary to the expectations of local well- 
versed football fans, well up to the standard 
of the annual contests played between the 
two schools. 2 

From the fans’ standpoint, there were 
thrills a-plenty. Without mentioning a 
wonderful attempt made by Captain Ellis of 
Exeter for a field goal, via the drop kick 
route, standing on his own 45-yard line, in 
which he was deprived of everlasting fame 
by the decree of “‘Dame Fortune,”’ when the 
flying cow-skin struck squarely in the middle 
of the cross-bar, bounced back on the field of 
olay, innumerable thrills were furnished by 

all-carrying backs and fighting linesmen. 

Time and again backfield men had broken 
through the line of scrimmage, only to be 
taken down sharply and decisively by the 
secondary defence. 

The forward-passing game was practically 
“nil,” caused by a muddy field resulting from 
Friday’s rain. As this department was said 
to have been Exeter’s strong point, climatic 
conditions might be said to have been in 
favor of the Andover eleven. This fact, how- 
ever, may be overbalanced by the advantage 
Exeter was expected to gain by its superior 
weight on a slippery field. All in all, the 
teams were equal, conditions were equal, and 
the score a tie, what better answer to the 
school day question: What happens when an 
irresistible body meets an immovable object? 

The game played between two teams, 
neither of which boasted of anything like an 
impressive record for the season was a top- 
notcher from the fans’ standpoint.

Penal- 
ties were inflicted on the Exeter team on 
three different occasions for 15 yards per 
event, but there seemed to be nothing like a 
real protest registered so they must have 
been due. 

The kicking of both Capt. Ellis for the 
New Hampshire eleven, and Richardson for 
Andover was of high calibre in spite of a 
high gale. 

Sparkling plays were many and frequently 
contributed, with broken field running by 
Capt. Ellis and Masters of Exeter and Capt. 
Sandberg, Douglas and Phil Riley of Law-

The field heavy with the mud resulting 
from Friday’s rain made overhead play 
difficult for both teams.

The most baffling problem in the universe 
is the thing that we call disaster. It is the 
utter reversal of everything that nature ap- 
parently teaches us to believe. 

All of our experience emphasizes the stable, 
orderly progress of the world. Day and 
night, summer and «inter, seed time and 
harvest, follow each other ina routine that 
seems perpetual. 

Science teaches us that the universe is 
obedient to an infinite compulsion, and out of 
it has been coined the proverb that ‘Order is 
Heaven’s first law.” And this is true, until 
nature now and again runs amuck; bids 
defiance to all law; wrecks order into chaos, 
and the whirling cyclone, the searing light- 
ning stroke, swollen torrents, tidal waves, 
quaking earth and raging conflagration, with 
titanic fury destroy what nature has builded 
with such scrupulous care. We call them 
disasters because we can find neither name 
flor reason for them in the economy of the 
universe. 

Before the suddenness and the horror of 
disaster man stands helpless; he prides him- 
self that he has done marvelous things in 
discovering the cecret_ of the world. He has 
laid his hand of mastery upon its mighty 
forces and holds them apparently obedient 
to his will. In less than a moment of actual 
time he flashes his intelligence around the 
world. He sails in safety beneath the surface 
of the sea. He navigates the uppermost 
reaches of the air. Through the vast reaches 
of nothingness he sends his voice, and an 
invisible potency dispatches power over 
leagues of distance. 

Earth and air, water and sky, have ap- 
parently yielded themselves to his domina- 
tion, and yet he knows that any moment, un- 
announced and unexplained, any of these 
great nature forces may turn upon him with 
resistless ferocity and, in spite of all that he 
has done, disaster strikes, bringing havoc, 
suffering and death. All that man can do is 
to lend his aid to those who are stricken, and 
thank whatever fate has kept him for the 
moment safe where others have miserably

But however pronounced may be this 
scientific spirit among various groups of our 
college professors, it is woefully lacking in 
the rank and file of our people. With these, 
belief of a statement rests not upon ascer- 
tained facts but on mere hearsay. Not one in 
one thousand ever sifts his beliefs, especially 
if such beliefs are in line with his prejudices, 
jealousies, preconceived opinion or, ambition 
of popularity. A striking illustration of the 
unscientific and gullible temper in our very 
midst has recently been brought home to us 
by the Boston papers. In type three quarters 
of an inch long on its title pafe in its morning 
edition of November 9th we read_ this 
startling headline: ‘ 

To Abandon Famous Shawsheen Village 
The American Woolen Company Will Scrap 
the $21,000,000 model Industrial Community 

Then follows a photograph 6 inches long by 
3 inches wide of our beautiful Shawsheen 


| Village. It tells us that this pride of Andover 
i 


s soon to be dumped on the scrap heap. 
This is surely a startling statement and one 
clearly calculated and evidently intended to 
strike dismay into the heart of eve lover, 
not only of our fair town but of this entire 
community. Below this glaring headline we 
continue to read: ‘the far-famed Shawsheen 
Village in Andover, the industrial utopia of 
the Country if not of the world, is to be 
abandoned.” A 

It would be a fine study in psychology if 
the hundreds of thousands who read this 
statement were frankly to confess their 
reaction to it. How many swallowed it 
whole like young fledglings? How many 
enjoyed the morsel though ashamed to 
tell why? How amny with pigmy minds and 
jealously contracted souls were secretly glad 
of its journey to the scrap heap? A micro- 
scopic few of such dwarfed anc jealous per- 
sonalities unfortunately may be found in 
Andover. ‘They carry on their faces a 
broad grin of satisfaction over the news and 
betray in every lineament of feature and 
gesture an “TI told you so!” attitude. 

“T see that Shawsheen is to be scrapped. 
You have a job on your hands to justify the 
money Andover spent in Shawsheen.” So 
wrote a friend of mine from Boston. None 
of these readers disclose a scintilla of doubt of 
the “infallible and unchanging truths” of the 
Boston papers. Certainly gullibility is no 
longer confined to the dark ages. 

Now if upon investigation it were actually 
found that the Boston papers told the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
then every tax-payer in Andover would 
“have a job” to justify the town’s coopera- 
tion in the development of Shawsheen. 

But what are the naked facts: — In the 
years 1918 just prior to the beginning of the 
Shawsheen development this village yielded 
the town in taxes $4,517.42. Since then 
over $6,000,000 have been added to its 
taxable property, or more than one-third 
of the town’s total valuation. Now_this 

roperty value unless wiped out by flood, 

urricane or earthquake will remain in 
Andover as a permanent taxable asset. It 
will be some years yet before Shawsheen 
mills rot to the ground even should the entire 
population migrate elsewhere. The property 
might decrease in value but as long as a 
shingle remains on its roofs it would yield an 
income to te town. In one or two hundred 
years it might reach the scrap heap, but not 
in our day. So let the tax-payers lose no 
sleep on this score. 

But what are ‘the facts? As a matter of 
fact only a few of the officers of the fact 
only a few of the officers of the American 
Woolen Company propose to leave town. 
This is officially stated and this official 
statement is followed by the cheering hope 
that this change “will result in a more 
economical and efficient administration of 
officers.” 

_ It is true that much further development 
in Shawsheen for several years cannot be 
looked for. One reason for this is the de- 
pressed condition of the textile industry all 
over the country, exceeding that of any other 
period in the entire history of the American 
Woolen Company. But the second, and the 
chief reason for the stoppage of development 
in Shawsheen is that its originator, planner 
and inspirer has been suddenly rence down 
by paralysis, No one familiar with the 
history of William M. Wood who knows the 
comprehensiveness of his outlook, the clear- 
ness and tenaciousness of his plans, his per- 
sistent and successful push, in the teeth of 
every obstacle, toward a predetermined goal,
